"Whe Seuate and the Taxes. 


The equabbis in the Senate about the Tax 
bill might be very easily ended. ‘There 
would have been none but.for the prevailing 
‘Senatorial tendency to keep ‘all controver- 
sies perpetually open, and there would be no 
‘difficulty in discovering a method of escape 
if Senators were not Senators more prone to’ 
favor ‘special’ interests than to consult the 
wishes or interests of the people. 

There seémed, the other day, a fair chance 
of striking off a round eighty millions of 
taxes, including the income tax and sundry 
otber taxes which the House bill would have 
continued.
